The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: None of the prior art 
of record teaches or suggests a welding method using a non-consumable electrode with all of the 
steps of independent claim 13, and in particular the limitations associated with the pulsed energy 
during a start program to cause the liquid melt bath to vibrate as set forth in the claim. None of 
the prior art of record teaches or suggests a tack welding method with all of the steps set forth in 
independent claim 14, and in particular the limitations associated with performing the start 
program as set forth in the claim and the limitations associated with performing a welding 
process with constant power as set forth in the claim. The other claims are allowable at least 
because they depend from claims 13 or 14.
